REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


To the Members of the School Distric: of Lyndeborough: 


We have the pleasure of submitting to you the following 
report for the year ending February 15, 1915: 

At the last annual meeting of the school district Fred B. 
Richards was elected moderator, Charles H. Tarbell, treas- 
urer, and Bertha P. Woodward a member of the board of 
education for three years. 

The school board organized with May B. Emery, chaieeiaee 
Bertha P. Woodward, secretary, and appointed John Stew- 
art, truant officer, and Roy Putnam auditor. 

The school board was undecided in regard to opening the 
school at No. 2 and so gave every parent and voter an oppor- 
tunity to express his opinion at the last school meeting. 
All parents in the district named spoke earnestly in favor of 
opening the school and a unanimous vote followed. It was 
voted to have the school board put the building in repair 
and buy the necessary furnishings. As no amount of money 
was appropriated for the purpose it became essential to draw 
on the $200 raised for repairs, thus preventing the other 
repairs the board contemplated making. 

However, the exterior of the South School building has 
been painted and the interior of Johnson Corner, new steps 
placed at No. 5 and minor repairs made at all the other 
buildings. 

New supplementary reading for all grades has been pur- 
chased, also language books. A partial list of books pur- 
chased follows at close of this report. Much time and 
thought was spent on their selection and all books purchased 
are recommended in lists sent out by both the New Hamp- 
shire and Massachusetts educational departments. By 
selecting from these lists we feel we have chosen wisely and 
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the best. It is gratifying to us to visit the city schools and 
see books in use identical with those in our own schools, and 
to have non-resident pupils visit us and recognize their own 
text-books in use here. 

All our schools are graded at present and we feel it neces- 
sary to make a ruling similar to that of adjoining towns, that 
no pupils who have not attended school before shall be ad- 
mitted during the winter or spring, but shall enter in Septem- 
ber when all the schools open. 

It is evidence that our schools are efficient, that pupils 
from our 8th grades entered Milford, Wilton and Peter- 
borough high schools, some passing with high marks. 

Seven schools have been in session during the year with 
an average of thirty-one weeks. It was impossible to get a 
teacher boarded at the Center in the spring, necessitating her 
being boarded outside and carried, thus shortening the term. 
The difficulty at the Center and Perham Corner in finding 
boarding places for our teachers is a serious handicap to us 
and to the schools in question. 

Of the whole number of pupils enrolled, which was 100, 
there were 114 parents represented. Of these 114 parents 
only 38 mothers and 5 fathers have visited the schools. The 
bare figures are significant of the interest you, who should be 
most closely connected with the schools, show, and the 
knowledge you have of what conditions your children are 
working under. You cannot judge from what you observe 
at home, or from outside criticism; neither can you know 
from one visit during a term when nine times out of ten that 
one visit is made at some special exercises when the school 
appears at its best. Every parent should stop and give this 
matter serious consideration. A’ sympathetic, intelligent 
co-operation between the home and the school is all-impor- 
tant to the best school work. We urge a closer relationship 
between parents and teachers, that a better understanding 
of conditions affecting the other and a deeper common inter- 
est in all matters pertaining to education may result. 

The Memorial and Thanksgiving exercises held in all the 
schools were worthy of mention. Our teachers have to 
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accept as part of their salaries the satisfaction which comes 
from work faithfully done.. These exercises showed faithful 
and untiring effort on the part of teachers and pupils alike. 
Standard selections were memorized and national and patri- 
otic, as well as American folk songs and hymns learned. At 
Christmas time most of the schools had exercises in keeping 
with the season. 

The pupils at Johnson Corner and the Center sold products 
and secured very neat and roomy book-cases. With what 
books we have been able to purchase and samples received a 
beginning has been made toward school libraries. 

We call your attention to the school statistical table. 
Notice the high per cent of attendance in No. 2, South and 
Perham Corner schools; also notice the punctuality of pupils 
in No. 2, the lack of it at the Center, South and No. 5 schools. 
Johnson Corner has the largest number of pupils with perfect 
attendance for a year. ‘The small number of tardinesses here 
and at North school is noticeable also. 

In closing this report we wish to express our appreciation 
to all who have co-operated in our work and to make mention 
of the earnest labor of our corps of teachers. _

one week earlier.
